Students: Keep Loan Rates Low 


Unless Congress acts, 
interest rates set to 
double this summer 


Washington 

Millions of college students could 
be in for a shock this summer when 
the interest rate on a popular fed- 
erally subsidized student loan dou- 
bles unless Congress acts. 

College students Tuesday deliv- 
ered more than 130,000 letters to 
congressional leaders asking them 
to stop rates from increasing from 
3.4 percent to 6.8 percent. The hike 
would affect new subsidized Stafford 
loans, which are issued to low- and 
middle-income undergraduates. 
They hope to raise enough aware- 
ness to get Congress to stop it. 

“I will be put back into buy- 
ing a house and saving up for my 
expenses later on in life, and life, as 
we know, is very unexpected. Add- 
ing that variable definitely limits 
my ability to be successful,” said 
Tyler Dowden, 18, a freshman at 
Northern Arizona University who 
spoke at a press conference outside 
the Capitol before the letters were

delivered in boxes with “Congress: 
Don’t Double Student-Debt Rates” 
printed on the outside. 

Dowden, who’s studying to be 
a mental health therapist, said 
he anticipates graduating with 
$25,000 in debt, but if the rate 
increases, he expects about $3,500 
would be added to that tally. 

President Obama frequently says 
it’s important for Congress to stop the 


hike because one of the most daunt- 
ing challenges after high school grad- 
uation is affording college and that 
keeping the rate low would help 7.4 
million borrowers save on average 
more than a thousand dollars over 
the life of the loan. 

But doing so is estimated to cost 
billions annually at a time when 
Congress is gridlocked over bud- 
getary and other issues. 


Tuition Costs ^ 

Drowning in Debt 

With tuition costs at a high, stu- 
dents are taking on unprece- 
dented levels of student debt. 
College students leave owing an 
average $25,000 in loans, and 
student loan debt now surpass- 
es credit card debt. College stu- 
dents say they worry constant- 
ly about the debt they are tak- 
ing on, and that the few thou- 
sand extra dollars they'd take on 
in new loans if the rate doubled 
would affect life decisions, (ap) 


With many lawmakers acting 
on a campaign promise, the Dem- 
ocrat-controlled Congress in 2007 
passed legislation to progressively 
lower the rate to 3.4 percent this 
school year. 

Rep. John Kline, R-Minn., 
chairman of the House Educa- 
tion and the Workforce Commit- 
tee, has said the looming hike is 
the “result of a ticking time bomb 
set by Democrats five years ago.”

Obama Toughens on China Trade 


Monopoly on the Market 

With the U.S. economy recovering slowly, President 
Obama has sought to bring a renewed focus on Chinese 
policies that could hinder U.S. expansion. Rare earth min- 
erals are scattered throughout the Earth’s crust, but only in 
small quantities, making them hard to mine. However, rich 
deposits of these rare earth oxides are in China, giving it 
command of the market. The U.S. has one rare earth 
mining company. (AP)

Washington 

President Obama warned China 
Tuesday that it would not be 
allowed to gain a competitive 
advantage in world trade by “skirt- 
ing the rules.” 

Making an election-year pitch to 
American workers, and businesses 
as well, Obama announced Wash- 
ington has brought a new trade 
case against Beijing. The goal is 
to pressure China, a rising Asian 
economic power, to end its restric- 
tions on exports of key materials 
used to manufacture hybrid car 
batteries, flat-screen televisions 
and other high-tech goods. 

“If China would simply let the 
market work on its own, we’d have 
no objection,” Obama said. “But 
their policies currently are prevent- 


ing that from happening. And they 
go against the very rules tiiat China 
agreed to follow.” 

The U.S., working in conjunc- 
tion with the European Union and 
Japan, asked the World Trade Orga- 
nization Tuesday to facilitate talks 
with China over its curtailment of 
exports of what’s known as rare 
earth minerals. Obama cast the 
fresh action against China as part 
of a broader push to level the play- 
ing field for U.S. companies. 

On Tuesday, Chinese foreign 
ministry spokesman Liu Weimin 


defended Beijing’s curbs on rare 
earth production as necessary to 
limit environmental damage and 
conserve scarce resources: “We 
think the policy is in line with 
WTO rules.” 

Under the terms of the WTO 
complaint, China has 10 days to 
respond and must hold talks with 
the U.S., E.U. and Japan within 60 
days. If an agreement cannot be 
reached within that time frame, the 
U.S. and its partners could request 
a formal WTO panel to investigate 
Chinese practices, julie pace (ap)

Turmoil increases

Washington 

Unemployment levels dropped in 
the District, Maryland and Virgin- 
ia in January, the Labor Depart- 
ment reported Tuesday, bolster- 
ing a range of positive economic 
data suggesting that a stronger 


recovery is taking hold across the 
nation. 

Virginia’s rate dropped the most 
among the three local jurisdictions 
— tumbling 0.3 point to 5.8 per- 
cent. The District’s rate dropped 0.2 
point to 9.9 percent, and Maryland’s 
fell 0.1 point to 6.5 percent. 

The unemployment rate fell 
in 45 states and the District and 
remained steady in four states. New 
York is the only state that recorded 
an increase in the jobless rate. 


Meanwhile ... 

Construction, which has been 
down the past several years, is hav- 
ing a revival locally. Virginia gained 
4,400 construction jobs, and Mary- 
land added 3,000. January is tradi- 
tionally “a slow month for construc- 
tion jobs" in Maryland, Alexander 
M. Sanchez, secretary of the state’s 
Department of Labor, Licensing and 
Regulation, said Tuesday, (twp) 


“What we’re seeing is a general- 
ly broad-based recovery of the econ- 
omy,” said John McClain, deputy 
director of the Center for Region- 
al Analysis at George Mason Uni- 
versity. “The manufacturing index, 
the consumer confidence index are 
all going up.” 

The survey showed Virginia 
added 3,200 positions. D.C. report- 
ed that it lost 3,900 jobs in Janu- 
ary, while Maryland gained 400.

Serial Arsonist 
Sentenced to 
25 Years in Jail 


Washington 

A serial arsonist who pleaded guilty 
to setting five fires — including 
one that seriously injured several 
firefighters — was sentenced to 
25 years in prison Tuesday. 

Maurice T. Dews, 27, was arrest- 
ed in July and pleaded guilty in 
November to charges of arson 
and assault. 

In addition to the prison time, 
he received five years’ probation 
during a hearing in D.C. Superi- 
or Court. 

According to charging doc- 
uments, Dews would call 911 to 
report fires that he had set at vacant 
houses in D.C. and Maryland. 

The charges against Dews were 
connected to incidents in the Dis- 
trict between 2008 and 2011. 

According to the terms of his 
plea deal. Dews was also to plead 
guilty to three other counts of arson 
in Prince George’s County, (ap)

If cherry bLossoms 
are on your calendar, 
get ready for crowds 


Washington 

How big is this cherry blossom 
thing? It’s so big that the transit 
authority’s track work program, the 
safety effort so urgent that Metro 
has inconvenienced hundreds of 
thousands of riders to advance it 
aggressively, is going on spring 
break. Here’s our annual guide to 
how we can all just get along and 
enjoy the season. 

Bus Route Changes 

The D.C. Circulators, the distinctive 
red, black and silver buses with the 
$1 fares, help tourists get around, 
but note several routes have 
changed. The District dropped 
the Convention Center-Waterfront 
route. Metrobus Route 74 covers 
much the same ground, for a higher 
fare. It’s $1.50 with a SmarTrip card 
and $1.75 with cash. 

Transit Tips 

It beats driving, but visitors 
should try whenever possible to 
avoid the extreme crowding of 
rush hours. It’s cheaper to ride 
off-peak. Buy a One-Day Pass for 
$9, good for unlimited travel after 
9:30 on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. On the escalators, do 
as we do: Stand to the right, walk 
on the left. 

Parking is free on weekends at 
the lots and garages operated by 
Metro. Drivers who park and ride 
on weekdays will need to have a 
Metro SmarTrip card to pay at the 
exits of most parking areas. Use

them to ride the trains and buses, 
too, rather than using the paper 
farecards. They cost $5 but save 
money on the fares. 

Walking 

Smithsonian is the Metro station 
closest to the Tidal Basin, but it’s 
jammed at blossom time. If that’s 
bothersome, and you’re up for 
a little more walking, get off at 
L’Enfant Plaza, Federal Triangle 


or Foggy Bottom. Only slightly 
more ambitious: Get off the Blue 
Line at Arlington Cemetery station 
and walk over the Potomac River 
on the Memorial Bridge past the 
Lincoln Memorial to the Tidal 
Basin. 

Biking 

Several Capital Bikeshare stations 
are around the National Mall. You 
can sign up to be a member for 24 
hours, three days, a month or a 
year, then take a bike from any of 
the stations. The first 30 minutes 
of each trip are free, then riders 
pay an additional fee for every 
30-minute period thereafter. 
Bring a bike lock, but don’t expect 
to cruise around the Tidal Basin 
during blossom season — crowds 
are shoulder-to-shoulder.

Metro Execs Riding High 


The agency faces 
a $116M deficit, 
but officials bring 
home top salaries 

Washington 

Metro’s top 16 executives took 
home $3.1 million in salaries in 
2011, and the head of the agency 
made more money than his coun- 
terpart in New York, according to 
records and officials at the tran- 
sit agencies. 

That information comes as 
Metro considers how to close a 
deficit in its next budget. Rid- 
ers face average fare increases of 
about 5 percent, though the effect 
on people’s wallets will vary great- 
ly depending on when and where 
they travel. 

Metro General Manager Rich- 
ard Sarles’ $350,000 salary isn’t 
a surprise. Sarles signed a three- 
year contract that established his 


Who is Richard Sarles? 

Metro general manager Richard Sarles, an engineer by training who has 
40 years of transit experience, was brought in to turn around the 11,000- 
employee transit authority after the deadly 2009 crash on the Red Line. He 
became interim head in March 2010 and was named chief executive in January 
2011. Metro officials have said the board recently offered Sarles a performance 
bonus but he turned it down, (twp) 


annual salary last year, but it makes 
him one of the highest-paid exec- 
utives running a major U.S. tran- 
sit agency. 

Many of his counterparts on the 
East Coast make far less, accord- 
ing to the local agencies, but Metro 
is the No. 2 transit system in the 
country, based on the number 
of passenger trips on an average 
weekday — about 961,000. 

Sarles earned more than his 
counterpart in New York. That sys- 
tem rolls up more than eight times 
the number of trips, but its chair- 
man and chief executive received 
about $332,500 last year. 

The general manager of the

Philadelphia rail system, which 
has about a third as many trips, is 
paid about $250,000 a year, and 
the head of Boston’s subway sys- 
tem — about half the size of Metro 
— will receive $149,129. 

Sarles’ top lieutenants all earn 
well into six figures, according to 
information obtained under a pub- 
lic records request. In the coming 
weeks, Sarles is expected to eval- 
uate his executive leadership team 
and decide whether they’re eligi- 
ble for bonuses. 

The Metro board is also expect- 
ed to decide in coming months how 
much more riders should pay. 

Metro has faced sharp criticism 
recently from passengers as Sarles 
has proposed an across-the-board 
hike on fares for rail, bus and park- 
ing to help close a $116 million def- 
icit in the authority’s fiscal 2013 
budget. He also wants local juris- 
dictions to provide larger subsi- 
dies to help close the gap. 

The public has weighed in at six 
public hearings on the proposed 


hikes. A few riders have criticized 
Metro’s management for being 
top-heavy. At an Arlington hear- 
ing, one rider called the board and 
upper management “arrogant” and 
“tone-deaf.” 

At a hearing in Anacostia, Metro 
rider Leslie Wilcox told transit offi- 
cials to “look within their own 
organization and make cuts.” 

Metro officials have said the 
proposed budget does not include 
money for raises, but the increas- 
ing costs of pensions is one factor 
driving the deficit. 

The board has said it will not 
support pay increases for work- 
ers in contract talks set to begin 
this summer. But Jackie Jeter, 
president of Amalgamated Tran- 
sit Union, said that doesn’t mean 
she won’t ask. 

“We’re not going to ask for any- 
thing outlandish, but I’m sure if the 
numbers show our earnings should 
go up, we’ll ask for what we’re enti- 
tled to,” Jeter said, dana hedgpeth

receiver last year was Jabar Gaff- 
ney, was also targeting San Fran- 
cisco’s Josh Morgan as it tries to 
overhaul its receiving corps.

Scott, Zeglinski are 
poised for first game 
in NCAA tournament 

Men’s College Hoops 

Mike Scott and fellow fifth-year 
senior Sammy Zeglinski were 
seated with coach Tony Bennett 
between them when the team gath- 
ered to watch the NCAA selection 
show. When the Cavaliers heard 
their named called, Scott was the 
first to his feet. 

“Once the Florida name was 
called, I knew our name was going to 
be called next,” the Cavaliers’ scoring 
and rebounding leader said. 


Scott, an All-ACC forward 
who averaged 18.1 points and 8.4 
rebounds, has waited a long time 
for his first chance at the NCAA 
tournament, and says he will be 
full of emotion when the Cavaliers 
are preparing to play Florida in 
Omaha, Neb., in the second round 
Friday afternoon. “The only tour- 
nament I’ve ever been to was the 
CBI tournament,” he said. 

Zeglinski, too, is fired up. 

“It definitely has been a long 
time coming being here five years 
and never getting a chance to play 
in the tournament,” he said. 

“You do think about some of the 
struggles that you’ve been through 
with your teammates.”

Zeglinski has had more than 
his share of those struggles, miss- 
ing 25 games in the 2007-08 sea- 
son because of an ankle injury and 


missing seven games last season 
while rehabbing from knee surgery. 
This year, he’s been healthy, but his 
3-point shooting has been largely 
missing in action. He was among 
the leaders in ACC play last year at 
43.6 percent, but is at 29.5 percent 
in league play this year. 

With Scott by far the Cavaliers’ 
most dangerous offensive player, a 
return of Zeglinski’s 3-point marks- 
manship would be huge against a 
high-scoring team like the Gators. 
Scott, though, said he doesn’t give 
Zeglinski’s shooting more than a 
passing thought. 

“When he stopped shooting, 
I guess that’s when I would say 
something,” he said, (ap)

Glasses without 
lenses are 
big in China, 
but are they 
focused fashion 
or hollow style 
statements? 
Tiffany Tan 
reports. 

S urrounded 
by shiny 
leather bags 
with the 
overlapping 
L and V 
monogram, 
Wang Yanzhu looks 
like your typical 
Chinese fashionista on 
a shopping trip. The 
27-year-old is dressed 
in a brownish orange 
poncho, her chin-length 
hair is in a headband 
and a dark brown leather 
satchel dangles from her 
forearm. To complete 
the look, she decided 
that morning to slip on a 
pair of big, translucent, 
orange plastic glasses — 
well, frames to be exact, 
since there’s only air 
where the lenses should 
be. She has 10 more such 
frames sitting at home. 

Wang, like many Chinese 
urbanites in Hong Kong, Taiwan 
and the mainland, uses these 
empty plastic frames as fashion 
accessories and beauty aids. 

“Lens-less glasses can 
project many different styles 
and go with various looks,” says 
the Beijing resident, who works 


in makeup sales. 

After a friend gave Wang her 
first pair four years ago, she 
began wearing them regularly, 
because she is drawn to the 
seeming refinement of women 
in glasses, she says. 

“They also provide coverage 
when you’re not wearing any 
makeup,” she says. 

In a country where a third of 
the population of 1.3 billion is 
nearsighted, Wang is blessed 
with perfect vision and has no 
need for glasses. 

Children tell her big plastic 
frames look old-fashioned. 
Older people say they obstruct 
her “beautiful eyes”. 

Her boyfriend teases that 
they make her eyes appear too 
big. Her mother bluntly says 
they don’t suit her. 

Welcome to the polarizing 
trend of wearing glasses without 
glasses. 


Since 2008, the practice has 
become popular among college 
students and yuppies on the 
mainland, but it has also been 
an object of jokes and ridicule. 
Style professionals are divided 
on its cool factor. 

Clement Buyi Z, a Shanghai- 
based stylist whose Clement 
& Clement Production has 
worked with Chinese fashion 
and lifestyle magazines like 
Harper’s Bazaar and Modern 
Weekly, agrees that the frames 
are versatile tools. 

“The glasses can help people 
achieve different styles and 
can change the way your face 
looks,” he says, describing such 
eyewear as a “key accessory 
with magic”. 

But he cautions against 
blindly following trends. “Just 
be who you are,” he says. “Find 
styles that suit you, and create 
your own.” 


American stylist Nels Frye 
is blunter. The Beijing street 
fashion blogger and editor-in- 
chief of Lifestyle magazine says 
few people can pull off wearing 
“fake” glasses. 

“It takes real style to do that,” 
he says. 

“It takes a sort of indignant 
style. You’re deliberately being 
cheeky. You’re challenging the 
notion of what is authentic 
and what is fake, and you’re 
commenting on that.” 

Frye says he understands 
the motivation of people who 
regard the frames as a beauty 
aid — to, say, distract attention 
from eye bags or to make a long 
face seem smaller. But on the 
whole, he finds the trend “lame”. 

Many believe China adopted 
the trend from Japan and South 
Korea, like it has done with 
hairstyles and clothing over the 
years. But in this case, fashion 


experts say, the influences were 
entirely Chinese beauty and 
brains. 

In 2005, some film and 
fashion celebrities on the 
mainland began wearing big, 
black glasses — a novelty that 
caught the public’s attention. 
During the same period, the 
“nerd” subculture entered the 
mainstream, and the group’s 
signature big, black glasses 
became synonymous with 
intelligence and hard work. 

“Over time, people began 
removing the lenses from these 
black frames,” says Liang Yan, 
a design teacher at the Beijing 
Institute of Fashion Technology 
and a judge on Creative Sky, 
China’s version of the US reality 
TV show Project Runway. 

“Many of the earliest lens- 
less glasses were black. It was 
not until 2008, when they 
exploded on the mainland, that 
the frames came out in different 
colors.” 

It’s been four years since 
empty frames became big in 
urban China, and they show no 
signs of disappearing. Part of 
the reason, Liang says, is that 
they “have been integrated into 
people’s self-identity”. 

The latest frame models. 


believe it or not, are inspired by 
feline cartoon characters. The 
Hello Kitty ones, which come 
in plain colors, polka dots and 
turquoise shell, feature a small 
bow on the top left. The scale- 
like protrusions on the sides 
mimic cat whiskers. 

Then there are the Garfield 
frames, which have drooping 
“cat’s ears” on top and small 
holes to represent the ear canal. 

The all-time best-sellers? 

“These ones,” a shopkeeper 
in Beijing’s Xidan shopping 
district says, holding out black, 
rectangular plastic frames, 
some with neon-colored stems. 

But why take out the lenses 
and risk being called a phony? 
After all, there are non- 
prescription lenses for people 
who don’t need help seeing. 

They do not want to deal with 
dirt, fog or reflections on their 
lenses, interviewees say. 

Hu Danying, 19, is very 
nearsighted and has 
prescription glasses. But every 
day, whenever she steps out of 
her college dorm, she sports 
lens-less frames over silver- 
gray contact lenses. The effort 
seems redundant, but the film 
and TV animation student 
wants it no other way. 


Daughters 
of the Yellow 
Emperor

She is walking proof that 
Chinese women have an 
almost ageless beauty. 
Yue-sai Kan has seen a few 
decades go by, but no one 
could possibly guess she’s 
over 60, unless they were 
immigration or tax officers 
with privileged information. 
When we visited her at her 
art gallery-like apartment 
in Shanghai, our young 
photographer stopped short 
at the door, captivated by a 
portrait of the lady on the 
wall. When she appears 
for our interview, she is 
perfectly made-up and 
immaculately groomed, and 
looks no more than half her 
age. 

Many years ago, she 
decided to create a cosmetic 
line especially for Asian 
women, and the Yue-sai 
brand, now part of the 
L’Oreal corporate umbrella, 
is an acknowledged pioneer 
in the field. 

“I don’t know exactly 
what makes our skin more 
sensitive, but I just know 
that when we launched our 
first line of skincare, there 
were so many sensitive skin 
types. I did all the skin tests 
in the United States, albeit 
on Chinese and Asian skin. 
But I am sure it has a lot to 
do with the diet.” 

Yue-sai now tests all its 
products in China on Chinese 
skin, and that has made a 
tremendous difference. Kan 
says that since her cosmetic 
line became part of the 
L’Oreal group, the product 


quality has improved 
tremendously, thanks to 
L’Oreal’s excellent laboratory 
support. 

Why is it that Asian skin 
seems to look younger than 
Caucasian skin? 

“In general, I think our 
skin has finer pores, and it is 
attached closer to the bone 
than a Caucasian person’s. 
Our skin has less hair, too, 
and it’s tighter in general. 

“Yes, it’s a genetic trait 
that makes our skin look 
younger.” 

How would you 
maintain and protect that 
youthfulness? 

“The fact that Chinese 
women do not like to go out 
in the sun as much is a very 
good habit. The sun does 
immense damage to the skin. 
Then, of course, massaging 
the skin and the products 
you use also make a lot of 
difference. Many of the Yue- 
sai skin products contain 
Sun Protection Factor for the 
skin. This includes even the 
face powder. 

“I think there is another 
difference,” she says, “and 
that is how our skin reacts to 
the sun. 

“I have lived in China for 
the last 25 years and I never 
once came across a case of 
skin cancer. In the States, 
there are so many! It seems 
that over there, many people 
over 60 seem to be afflicted 
with skin cancer in varying 
degrees. 

“I think that the yellow- 
tinged melanin under Asian 
skin really helps to protect 
against sun damage. We get 


dark spots, rather than skin 
cancer.” 

Kan uses and swears by 
her own products, which she 
says are important in slowing 
down the aging process. 

“I use Vital Essential No 
3, as it exfoliates my skin 
more and speeds up the 
regenerative process.” 

Yue-sai cosmetics has 
different product lines 
for different ages, and its 
dynamic French general 
manager, Stephane Wilmet, 
is familiar with every one. 

“Scientifically, there is no 
published evidence to show 
that Chinese skin is more 
sensitive than others. But 
we are very convinced that 
Chinese women really care 
about their skin and are 
very careful about what is 
happening to their skin. 

“In this case, in addition 
to diet indeed, we could find 
that during season changes 


(winter to spring, summer 
to winter) there are more 
complaints of skin sensitivity 
or itching, but it is really 
linked to temperature and 
humidity changes. Also, 
pollution may contribute a lot 
to the increase in complaints 
regarding skin sensitivity. 

“Clearly the No 1 enemy, 
especially regarding aging, is 
the sun,” he says, mostly from 
ultraviolet rays. “Chinese 
women have delayed aging 
appearances, mostly thanks 
to less UV exposure, better 
protection and their natural 
skin color, and genetic 
reasons.” 

Wilmet says the Yue-sai 
line has different products for 
different ages and different 
skin problems. Most of these 
follow theTraditional Chinese 
Medicine philosophy and use 
rare herbs like ganoderma, 
gingko biloba and silver ear 
fungus.

It has to 
look real but spurt lots of blood and 
gore at the critical moment. And the 
scene can be shot only once. This 
assignment should appeal to fans 
of “Face Off’ (10 p.m., Syfy), which 
airs its finale tonight. 

Later, Hall is assigned the job 
of creating a two-headed shark 


and needs to familiarize himself 
with sharks’ behavior. Rather than 
scour footage of the deep-sea pred- 
ator, he insists on donning a wet 
suit and entering a shark cage. It’s 
at this point that even the most 
brain-deadened reality TV fan 
has to realize that the producers 
are just wasting time to pad out 
the hour. And it’s at this point that 
“Monster Man” jumps the shark.

Early Birds Fly Cheap 


Snag the best deals 
on summer travel by 
getting started now 

Advice 

Hoping to get a good deal on sum- 
mer travel? Start planning now. 

The official start to spring is 
weeks away, but airfares for sum- 
mer are rising fast. Large U.S. air- 
lines have collectively tried to raise 
prices four times this year and suc- 
ceeded twice. Those price hikes are 
expected to accelerate in April and 
May. Here’s how to find deals. 

Study Early 

Start looking for a summer airfare 
about three months ahead of time. 
Don’t panic if fares are higher than 
last year — it doesn’t mean they 
won’t fall before your vacation. 



If you’re worried about waiting, 
select the flight you want and start 
booking it online. When you hit 
the point where you choose a seat. 


look at the seat map. If it’s still fair- 
ly empty, wait. It’s likely the airline 
will lower prices to fill seats. 

Another trick: If you search 
repeatedly for the same flight over 
a couple of days, clear the “cook- 
ies” from your Web browser. The 
option is often found in your brows- 
er’s “Tools” menu. If you don’t clear 
them, you might see higher air- 
fares than someone searching for 
the first time. 

Shop Around 

All travel-booking websites are not 
created equal. Expedia and Orbitz 
offer package deals that can save 
you hundreds if you’re booking a 
hotel or rental car with airfare. 

Those with fare-predictor tech- 
nology, like Bing.com, let travelers 
know if it’s a good time to book. 
And Southwest advertises fares 
only on its own site, so it’s impor- 


tant to check there if the airline flies 
to your area. More airlines are also 
offering sales on their own web- 
sites to draw traffic there. 

Be Flexible 

Don’t just compare airlines. It’s 
important to compare airports, 
too. A longer drive might be worth 
it for a cheaper fare. 

And don’t assume that bigger 
airports offer cheaper fares. While 
it’s usually true, airlines sometimes 
put less popular fares to smaller cit- 
ies on sale to fill seats, said Fare- 
Compare’s Rick Seaney. 

Another big mistake, Seaney 
said, is assuming so-called discount 
airlines always offer the cheapest 
fares. Airlines like Southwest and 
JetBlue, just like their competitors, 
tend to offer higher fares on routes 
where they have less competition.
